Washington, Jan. 2.— Notwithstand­ 
ing the “ mark tim e" policy, which has 
been pursued in certain lines of busi­ 
ness during the last year by reason 
largely of the agitation of the tariff 
and trust questions, business general­ 
ly has been far from unsatisfactory. 
Crops have been bountiful, the produc­ 
tion of corn being 2,750,000,000 bush­

The prices of 
these products, except for cotton, are 
higher than in 1910. 
Our exports of 
merchandise aggregated 12,050,000,000 
and exceeded imports by $522,000,000.

000. 
The records evidence a popula­ 
tion of 31.54 per square mile and an 
average individual wealth of $1,400.
